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Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is in response to the request for reconsideration filed on 7/24/06. 

2. As per applicant's request claims 1,8, 13 and 18 have been are amended. 

3. As per applicant request claims 1-20 has been considered but they are not persuasive. 

4. Claims 1-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Saulaough et 
o/USPN 6,61 1,844. 

5. Claims 1-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because they disclose a claimed 
invention that is an abstract idea as defined in the case In re Warmerdam, 33, F 3d 1354, 31 
USPQ 2d 1754 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 

6. Examiner has withdrawn the rejection USC 112, second paragraph on claim 1-20 upon 
clarification filled by the applicant. 

In remarks applicant argues, 

I. Structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium. 

II. Modifiable to provide localized naming of the first namespace when the first namespace is 
imported into a second namespace wherein the unique identifier portion is maintained to identify 
the first namespace when importing the first namespace into second namespace. 

III. Without a conflict associated with the common name portion of the first namespace and 
common name portion of a second namespace. 
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In response to applicant's arguments 

I. It was noted claims 1-20 are non-statutory. Claims language recites definition of data filed for 
first data structure, wherein the common name portion. . ., wherein the unique identifier portion is 
maintained. . .etc. Applicant does not submit a concrete substance other that manipulation of data 
structure for first and second namespace. Therefore, no useful results can be produced. Thus, 
claims 1-20 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101. 

II. It was noted that cited reference fairly suggest modifiable to provide localized naming of the 
first namespace when the first namespace is imported into a second namespace wherein the 
unique identifier portion is maintained to identify the first namespace when importing the first 
namespace into second namespace (column 11, lines 10-20, "the temp namespace is 
available. . .stored on server"). Therefore, examiner interprets that namespace convention is 
provided by temporary assigning namespace and later it can be modified and import into when 
software namespace contains entries. Thus, limitations are met by the reference. 

III. It was also noted that reference fairly teaches without a conflict associated with the common 
name portion of the first namespace and common name portion of a second namespace (column 
11, lines 40-54, "namespace begin at node 306. . . or child nodes"). Thus, examiner interprets that 
there is no conflict occurs since each namespace is stared with unique name, list of children and 
set of tuples. Therefore, limitations are met by the reference.
